The caee of the Commonwealth 
against John Cheaney, under an in- 
I dictment charging willful murder, 
| in the killing of Maud Ellis, is set 
! for trial today and will likely be 
called this morning. Cheaney is ac- 
cused of shooting and killing the 
woman near the southern limits of 
the city one night during Christmas 
week. An indictment was returned 
by the grand jury early in March 
and the case was set for the twen- 
tieth day of the term, which is 
today. 'Another bill was returned 
against Cheaney at the same time, 
charging him with having malicious- 
ly shot and wounded Duncan Veach. 
The indictment for murder will be 
disposed of first. The trial w 
probably consume three or fc 
days, as there are a number of w 
nesses and there will be several 
speeches. Messrs. John Stites, J, 
T. Hanbery and Judge C. H. Bush 
have been appointed to represent 
the defendant. 

Charles Burn's, the -negro who 
shot and killed his wife, Carrie Bur- 
n's, in a restaurant at Pembroke one 
night last fall, was found (ji'ilty of 
voluntary manslaughter, and his 
punishment was fixed at twenty-one 
years in the penitentiary. The case 
was given to the jury Friday at 
noon and the verdict was returned 
at 9:30 Saturday morning. Burris 
indicted for murder. He was 
given the extreme penalty for man- 
laughter. 

Jim Williams and Archie Hampton, 
both colored, charged with malicious- 
ly throwing into a railroad train were 
given six months each in jail at hard 
labor. William Jones and Melborne 
Dunlap, held on a similar charge, 
e found not guilty. Another 
indictment against the quartet, 
charging them with forcibly break- 
ing and entering a railroad car with 
intent to steal, was dismissed. 

Isaac N. Cowan was granted a di 
rarce from his wife, Lou Ann Cowan.

Busy Day In Police Court As 
Results of Numerous 
Arrests. 



Sunday was another busy day ii 
police circles. Six or eight arresti 
were made and yesterday morning 
Judge Brasher assessed fines as fol- 
lows:

stocfc law was the first matter 
up at the Council meeting Fri- 
ight, Mayor Meacham an- 
nounced that the election ordered for 
March 13 had been held, but had re- 
sulted unsatisfactorily. Many irreg- 
ularities were reported and many 
citizens had voted out of their wards. 
In the First ward the result had been 
changed by outside voters and the 
matter was referred to the Council 
for settlement. No returns at all 
had been brought in from the Third 
ward, which, according to unofficial 
reports, went against a stock law. 
He suggested that the Council can- 
vass the returns and settle the ques- 
tion. 

Dr. Jackson said the Council should 
take the matter up, regardless of 
the election, and pass a stock law. 
He presented the ordinance passed 
and later repealed last summer. It 
prohibits milk cows, as well as other 
live stock, from running t»n the 
streets. 

Councilman Clark said there was 
so much confusion in his ward that 
he had made personal inquiry to find 
out the sentiment of his ward and 
was ready to vote for the ordinance. 

Councilman Glass made a vigorous 
speech against it and Dr. Jackson 
replied briefly. 

The audience was invited by the 
Mayor to participate in the discus- 
;ion, but no one responded ipd the 
■ote was taken. Clark, Ware, Davis 
ind Jackson voted aye and Troy- 
nan, Glass and Armstrong nay. The 
date for the law to take effect was 
put at May 1. 

Consideration of the plumbing or- 
dinance, presented last meeting, was 
postponed. 

The Fire Department Committee 
was directed to have a wagon shed 
built in the rear of the fire building. 

Mayor Meacham complimented the 
recent excellent work of the polici 
force and stated that the fines fo 
the first half of March amounted t< 
$325. This was due to a vigorous 
movement against gaming and Sun- 
day liquor selling. The Sunday vio- 
lations were largely due to the in- 
ability of the police to see inside 
some of the saloons and he asked the 
Council to pass an ordinance requir- 
ing all screens, curtains and frosted 
or painted windows to be cleared on 
Sundays. By unanimous consent, 
the Council ordered the ordinance 
prepared for the next meeting. 

The resignation of Officer W 
Nixon on March 8 was reported and 
an election was held. Joe P. Cla: 
ton was elected to fill the vacancy, o 
the first ballot. He has been serving 
as a substitute for Officer C. E. Hord 
since January 3. 

The matter of a settlement with 
the Sewerage Company in regard to 
the condition the streets were left in 
was not taken up, but will be consid- 
ered at the first April meeting. 

The semi-annual bill of the Water 
Company, amounting to $2,295, was 
ordered paid, and the Corporations 
Committee was instructed to arrange 
for a renewal of the contract for 
water by the next meeting.

The Magnitude of the Poul- 
try Industry. 

The nineteenth annual report of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry (1902) 
presents some interesting facts re- 
garding the magnitude of the poul- 
try industry in the United States. 
The report considers only poultry 
and eggs produced on farms and 
omits the vast quantities produced 
in villages and cities. 

Government statistics .-ire always 
based upon reports gathered Janu- 
ary 1st. The production of eggs up- 
on the farms can be readily approx- 
imated, annual production -if poul- 
try cannot he estimated, for the 
reason that during the year millions 
of fowls are hatched and consumed, 
and never enter into the estimate. 

The total number of fowls on 
farms, as given in the census, was 
250.081,593, worth $70,000,000, pro- 
ducing for market in one year poultry 
worth $136,891,877 and eggs worth 
$144,286,370— a total value of $281,- 
178,247, or four times the value of 
the original investment. We have 
arranged the following table, as 
taken from the census reports, show- 
ing the rank of states in the produc- 
tion of eggs, and the average price 
per dozen received by the farmers:

The highest average price realiz- 
ed for eggs per dozen omitting? Ha- 
waii, was in Nevada, the price there 
having been 20.8 cents. Montana 
ranks next with 20.6 cents. ' Colora- 
do's average is placed at 15 cents per 
dozen, while oar sister state of Utah 
sold her eggs for 12.5 tents. The 
lowest price received was in the 
great *tate of Texas, 7.7 cents per 
dozen. 

Those engaged in the poultry bu«?- 

ess are often subject to ridicule at 
the hands of those pursuing a more 
'dignified" calling, yet by adding 
together the product of the efforts 
of those dabbling in this "school 
boy" pastime.the figures are surpris- 
ing. During 1895) the egg product 
alone exceeded in value the combined 
gold and silver product of the Unit- 
ed States during any year since 1850, 
except for the one year 1900, when 
the precious metals exceeded the 
eggs by $9,000,000 

The poultry and eggs together in 
the year 1900 were worth more than 
either the gold or silver production 
of the entire world for any year 
since the beginning of records, ex- 
cepting the years 1898 and '99, when 
the poultry production dropped be- 
low that of the gold and silver. 

An average refrigerator car holds 
about 400 cases. It would require a 
train of cars 858 miles long to carry 
this vast number of eggs, allowing 

.5 feet for each car. 

l«wa is the banner state in the 



poultry world. In 1879 the produc- 
tion of eggs aggregated 32,253,933 
dozen; in 1888, 69,448,339 dozen, and 
in 1899 the enormous amount of 99,- 
681,920 dozens were produced. This 
shows that many years ago the farm- 
era and fanciers of Iowa awakened 
to the importance of thy poultry 
business, and considered poultry 
products nneof the most valuable 
in connection with farming. 

Granting that the average annual 
consumption of eggs by each individ- 
ual equals seventeen dozen Iowa 
•would only need 37,941. 5<U dozens 
forherhonv needs, leaving a sur- 
plu« of 81,680,419 'dozens to be ex- 
ported. The production of poultry 
was in the same proportion, the total 
number of fowls being 20,043,348. 
The amount needed for home con- 
sumption was 8,182,297, leaving II,- 
870,656 fowls to be exported. -The 
Western Poultry World.

Some Features of the County 
Unit Bill. 



All counties, with the exception of 
those containing cities of the first 
four classes, must vote as units on 
local option questions. 

Cities of first four classes and the 
counties outside these cities made 
separate units. 

If a county goes "dry." no pre- 
cinct in that county can be "wet." 

On the other hand, if a county 
votes "wet," any precinct in that 
county, which previous to the elec- 
tion was "dry," shall remain "dry." 

The same rule applies as well to 
cities of the first four classes. 

There are at present 119 counties 
in the State. Sixty-eight are local 
option. The temperance element 
claims that under the bill pa* 
yesterday twenty-seven more will be 
added to their column, and that they 
have a great chance to corry other 
counties.

Walker On His Farm 

Mr. J. R. Walker, of this county, 
has received from Chas J. Brand, 
Assistant Physiologist, Plant Life 
History, of the Department of Agri- 
culture, sixteen samples of regional 
varieties of alfalfa. The samples 
are from every part of the world 
where alfalfa is raised.

"In a nutshell (he Congo administra- 
tion la this. The farming out or gov 
crnment taxation to commercial mo- 
nopolies to which the right of their 
claim U conceded, and the enforcing of 
an ever Increasing tax from the people, 
from which the government Itself 
draws 50 per cent, of the profits. The 
white agents carrying out this B.vstem 
I are permitted by the government to 
'employ large hands of levies' or 'sen- 
tries.' and also arm Ihe irregular.*.' 
These companies have also the right of 
contralt de corps, Or the capturing and 
holding of hostages until the demand 
of rubber Is satisfactory. These armed 
sentries carry out the captures and 
bring in to the white man the hostages. 
The raids tor these hostages are sel- 
j dom free from bloodshed and are often 

When we understand that the sen- 
tries and levies and Irregulars are na- 
tives of the country, perhaps as de- 
graded and cruel n people as It Is pos- 
sible to find on this earth, we realise 
something of what it means to put this 
power into their hands, to put these 




horrible 

conditions; "though the document Is 
of very limited dimensions, It affords 
a striking confirmation of all that the 
Congo Reformers' have alleged. It 
will no longer be possible to deny the 
existence of legalized hostage taking; 
of irfutllatlou by black soldiery; of the 
ruin of villages and wholesale mur- 
ders, the only object ot which was. and 
is still, the extorting of large quanti- 
ties of rubber. Rubber is, of course, 
the main cause of the slave trade in 
the Congo. This commodity must be 
delivered in ever Increasing quanti- 
ties, otherwise there Is trouble' from 
Brussels." 

When the men at Brussels send no- 
tice of dissatisfaction, the white agents 
down In the Congo must put their 
deputies to greater work to get results.

PENALTY. 

2.— Any person who shall violate 
the provisions of the first section of 
this ordinance, shall, upon conviction 
thereof, before the police court of 
said city, be punished by a fine of 
five dollars for every horse, mule or 
bull so found at large in said city; 
one dollar for every cow, calf or hog 
found at large in said city, and 
fifty cents for every pig or other 
animal so found at large within said 

ty, and also the court cost attend- 
ing said prosecution. 

POLICE TO IMPOUND STOCK FOUND 
RUNNING AT LARGE. 
It shall be the duty of the 
Chief of Police and his assistants to said suit will stand for 
take up and impound in a lot to be 
provided therefor, all horses, mules, 
bulls, cows, calves or other animals 
found rt>aming the streets, alleys or 
commons of said city in violation of 
this ordinance, and thereupon serve 
ritten or printed notice of such im- 
pounding upon the owner or con- 



troller of such animal, adv 
that [upon the payment of the 
fees and costs of impounding and 
caring for *uch animals, the same 
ill be surrendered to him. 
If the owner of such animals so im- 
pounded be unknown to the Chief 
of Police, and due inquiry fail to 
disclose such owner, then it shall be 
the duty of said Chief of Police to 
advertise by written or printed 
hand-bills, posted at the door of the 
police court room and in at least 
four other public places within said 
city, the fact of the impounding of 
>uch animals, giving as accurate de- 
scription as possible of same, includ- 
ing age, color, earmarks, if any other 
marks, and warning the owner that 
unless the expenses and fees for im- 
pounding and caring for such an- 
imal be paid and the animal reclaim- 
ed within five days, proceedings will 
be taken to sell same for cost and 
expenses at public auction. The 
owner or controller of such animal 
so impounded may reclaim same at 
any time before sale, as hereinafter 
provided by proving same and pay- 
ing all costs and expenses incurred 
in taking up and keeping said an- 
imals.

IMPOUNDED STOCK SOLD. 

5. — That where the owner of stock 
impounded under this ordinance is 
unknown, the Court shall not have 
jurisdiction to condemn and order 
a sale of such stock, until it shall ap- 
pear to the Court that the advertise- 
ment provided for in the third sec- 
tion thereof, has been made for at 
least ten days, in which case the 
Court shall proceed against the stock 

ipounded in like manner as is pro- 
vided in section four thereof, except 
that no summons shall be issued. 
But the Judge of the Hopkinsville 
Police court shall warn any and all 
persons whom it may concern to ap- 
pear and defend said suit on day of 
trial; and such warning shall be by 
written or printed hand bills, posted 
at the door of the Hopkinsville 
Police Court room, and in at least 
four other public places in said city, 
for at least five days just prior to the 
day said cause is set for trial, and 
said notice shall state the style of 
said suit, that such a suit is pending 
court, and the day upon which 
ait will stand for trial and 
the purpose for which said suit was 
instituted. 

CHIEF OF POLICE TO KEEP RECORD OF 
ALL STOCK IMPOUNDED. 

6. — That the Chief of Police shall 
keep a thorough and complete record 
of all stock impounded under this 
ordinance, containing accurate de- 
scription of same, the name of the 
owner if known, the cost and fees 
and expenses incurred in impound- 
ing, advertising and keeping same, 
reclaiming and selling same, and 
the amount for which same was sold; 
and shall make a report of all such 
matters at each regular monthly 
meeting of the Board of Council, 
and pay over to the City Treasurer 
monthly all moneys arising from 
this source. 

THE COST. 

7. — That the cost shall include one 
dollar for impounding each horse, 
mule, bull or cow, and fifty cents 
for impounding any other animalB 
and the sum of fifty cents per day 
for keeping and feeding any horse, 
or mule, and twenty-five cents per 
day for keeping and feeding any 
bull, cow or any other animal under 
this ordinance. 

OWNER MAY REDEEM. 

8. — That the owner or owners of 
such animals as may be sold under 
this ordinance, may at any time 
within one year, from the date of 
sale of same make proof of their 
ownership, demand and have repaid 
to them all proceeds of such sale, 
less all costs of taking up. keeping, 
advertising and selling same. 

That this ordinance is to take 
effect and be in force on the first 
day of May next following its adop- 
tion, approval and publication. 
Adopted March 16, 1906.
